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The Touch That Heals 


ELIZABETH SAND TURNER 


HERE WAS a woman who had been ill for a 

| long time. However, she had not resigned 

herself to sickness; there was still hope 

in her heart. And after twelve years, she was 
healed—instantly, miraculously! 

You can read this woman’s story in the Bible, 
Matthew 9; Luke 8; Mark 5. 

This woman, whose name is not given in the 
Biblical account, had heard of the marvelous heal- 
ings of Jesus and she determined to go to Him. 

At the time Jesus was on His way to the home 
of Jairus and with Him were the disciples and a 
large crowd of people. Jairus was a ruler of the 
synagogue, an important man in the community, 
and his request that Jesus restore his daughter had 
caused a large number of people to gather about 
the Master to witness the healing. Under the cir- 
cumstances, there was no chance for this unim- 
portant and unknown woman to command Jesus’ 
individual attention. But she was determined to 
get near Him. “If I do but touch his garment, | 
shall be made whole,” she said. So great was her 
faith in Jesus’ power to heal! 

Holding this thought in mind, she pushed 
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through the crowd that surrounded Jesus. She 
“came behind him, and touched the border of his 
garment: and immediately the issue of her blood 
was stanched. And Jesus said, who is it that 
touched me? And when all denied, Peter said, 
and they that were with him, Master, the multi- 
tudes press thee and crush thee. But Jesus said, 
Some one did touch me; for I perceived that pow- 
er had gone forth from me. And when the wom- 
an saw that she was not hid, she came trembling, 
and falling down before him declared in the pres- 
ence of all the people for what cause she touched 
him, and how she was healed immediately. And 
he said unto her, Daughter, thy faith hath made 
thee whole; go in peace.” 

In every account of healing in the Bible, there 
is something for us to take to ourself. If we are 
in need of healing, we must, like the woman, be- 
lieve that it is possible for us to be healed; and 
as she had to thrust through the crowd to come 
near Jesus, so must we push through a multitude 
of thoughts in order to reach and touch the Christ 
indwelling. The more deep-seated our trouble, 
the greater the multitude of thought-people we 
must push through. When there is a bodily in- 
harmony, all sorts of doubts and fears clutter 
the mind and devastate the emotions. These fear 
thoughts keep us from the Christ, even though we

long to be with Him; and it requires courage and 
perseverance to make our way through them. 

But our faith in the Christ gives us courage to 
seek healing in the face of thoughts that would 
hold us back; our desire for healing gives us the 
perseverance to keep on keeping on regardless of 
appearances. 

The important point for us to remember in this 
story is that we must have faith and that we must 
have the courage and the perseverance to reach past 
every negative belief to touch the healing presence 
of Christ, which is within us. 

We may feel that if we, too, could touch the 
hem of Jesus’ garment we would be healed, but 
the power that healed the woman was not in the 
outer touch, nor in the garment; it was in her 
faith in God, which was quickened and awakened 
in the presence of Jesus. 

The woman touched the hem of Jesus’ garment, 
but spiritually she touched the healing Spirit of 
God, which was expressed through Jesus Christ. 
The physical contact was merely the outer symbol 
of the spiritual contact she made. 

In Unity, we believe that the Christ is the real, 
spiritual self of all of us. Healing comes when 
we realize our true identity, when we come to 
know the Christ within us, when we see ourself 
as a perfect being. Through faith and prayer, we 
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awaken our spiritual nature; we feel a new life and 
vitality flowing from the center of our being. We 
touch the Christ—we get a realization of our per- 
fect self, which cannot be sick—and we are 
healed. All spiritual healing comes about when 
our consciousness is so in harmony with the Christ 
that we feel His power flowing in and through us. 

Like the woman in the story, our part is to have 
faith and to determine to find the healing Spirit 
of Christ. It does not matter how long we have 
been ill; it does not matter how hopeless our case 
seems; it does not matter what other persons 
may say or how they seem to stand im our way. 
If our vision is high, if we believe in God as 
all-power, if we believe that He is willing to 
heal, it is the right moment for us to seek Him 
and to reach Him. We reach the healing presence 
through prayer. 


Like the woman in the story we long for and 
seek a healing power. But suppose she had 
stopped on the outskirts of the crowd, wrung her 
hands, cried, “Oh, I cannot reach Him,” and re- 
turned home, reconciling herself to more years 
of sickness? Let us do what she did: put forth an 
effort to reach the healing presence. We should 
not believe with just our mind that wholeness is 
God’s will for us; we should assert that belief 
by thinking, saying, and doing what we believe to 
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be true to our spiritual vision. 

Truth students sometimes say, ‘Yes, I believe 
in the power of God to heal, but my trouble is 
so serious.” There should be no “‘buts’’ or doubt. 
Say instead, “I believe in the power of God to 
heal.’” When we say we have faith but continue 
to admit a negative condition, we are actually ac- 
cepting it as real. The negative condition is what 
we are touching! 

Other people pressed against Jesus that day. 
Why were they not healed? God’s healing is for 
everyone, but only he who touches God with faith 
receives. Everyone in the multitude could have 
been healed, but only one expected healing and 
only one received healing. The rest touched the 
man Jesus; the woman, by her faith, touched the 
Christ. 

You, too, can touch the healing Christ; you 
too, can feel the healing power flowing in you 
and through you; you too, can hear the assur- 
ance in your heart, ‘““Thy faith hath made thee 
whole; go in peace.” You need only to make your 
way to His presence in the midst of you, to push 
past doubts and fears and negative habits of 
thought. 

You can be healed. You can touch the Christ. 
His power is waiting to be poured through you 
as healing, restoring life.
